So fa- 
redit with the Apoſtles, they were hungry, naked, 
and athirſt, 1 Cor.4,11. But what dowe ſpeake of 
the adopted ſonnes of God, when as his ownenatu. 
rall Sonne ſufftred as much, nay, farre more ? Here 
we {ce he was hungry, alſo he was wearied with tra- 
uaile.and faincto reſt : John 4,6. he hadno houſe to

Dexrdfaith, it was that that 
made him wiſer than his enemics, thanhis teachers,

Knowledgeofthe truth, 'is the way roamendment 
after a fall,z Ti99.2,26.There'is much calling nowa- 
daics for the Word,and others finde fault as faſt, that 
it isno better ha:rkned ynrto. For as the want of obes- 
dience,and all othgr a-ufes(which arc ſo much cried 
out againſt) . —_— from the not hearing 
ofthe word, but as welf fromthe nor mingling of 
faith with it, (wichout which mixture, itis nothing 
worth)it profireth nor, Heb.4.,2.

For * 
the mercy Dauid ſpraketh of, is coupled with iudge- _ 
ment, ?/a/.101,1. will ſing merty and zudgement to 
thee O Lord: and P/al.85. 10. Mercy and truth are 
met together, Inſtice and peace haue kiſſed each other. 
Thus I ay they ſhall haue muſickeall the way, andif 
any at the height thinke ita great way downe : no

But when three mighty men had bro- 
ken into the hoſt of the Phi/iſtims, and had brought, 
him of it,he carcd not for it.

Or the ſecond, we are to know, that where neede 

is (as the Heathen ſpeaketh) there a man may 
comimit himſelfe to the prouideuee of God,and rely | 

vpon him. For we haue heard,that where the means 

faile ys, God hath yet in ſtore his foure prerogatiues: |

then tohaue a ſtrong confidence in God, .is thanke« 
worthy : andit is the praRtiſe and propertic of faith, 
to ſay boldly with 4br4ham when. hee ſaw nothing 
preſent,thatcuen on the 44 God will pronide,Gen.22, 
14. Whea our cnemies are behinde vs, and tne red 
Sea before vs, then to looke for a way through the 
Sea,and toexpe&t Manna out of heauen, and water 
out ofthe Rocke, is much worth. Soour Sauoiur, 
when heand his company wcreinthe deſert, where 
no meat wasto be had, fed them miraculouſly : but 
being neere tothe Tuwne where they might hayeit, 
hediſmiſſed ther. When E174: wasindiſtrefie,and 
all meatecs failed him, then the Angell brought him 
meate, 1 Kings 19,6. When Hagar and 1/mael were in 
the wilderneſſe,and the water inthebottle ſpent,and 
ſhe in great heauin«ſle,then God comforted her from 
hcauen,Gen.22,17., Whenthe //#4clites were in the. 
dcfarts,then they had an Angel rolead them, Exod. 
22,20. When Syarach, Meſbach a d Abednego, were 
caſt bound into the fierie .Furnace, then God ſent 
them an Angel to be their deliuerer,Dan.3,25; And 
ſo when Darnie/ was throwae into the Lyons den, 
(not when he put himſelfe in) God ſene his Angel 
to ſtop the Lyons mouth,Dar.6,22.. VVhen weare 
deferti in aeſerto, and all meanes faile, it is timeto' 
truſt in God,as 1ob did. Our connerſation therefore 
muſt be without couctouſheſſe, and we muſt be cont 
tent with thoſe thingsthat wee haue : for heehath 
faid, He will not faile ws, nor forſake vs, Heb.1 3,5. This 
isoutof the compaſle of tempting God,andthis is as 
much as the ?/a/ze could warrant him to looke for. 
Lookevponit, and you "_ ſee, rhat it — 
nc 


ſuch dangers, as could not bee prevented by mans 
care and induſtrie, As, from the ſnare of the hunter, 


wer.3.who vſethto lay itſo as wee cannor ſee it toa- 


uoyde it.Yerſ.5, Thoa ſhalt not feare the arrow that fly- 


eth by dey. An arrow(we know)will reach a man far 

off before he bee aware. And ſo throughout the. 
Pſalme, they are things out of our defence,therefore 
they had neede Angels helpe : but when wee haue 
meanes to helpe our ſclucs, Gods omnipotency is 
for the time diſcharged. Ex#ych that fell out of a

y Paule, AF.20,9, This then is Chriſts anſwer. If 
their were no ſtayres,and he muſt needs go downe,it 
werea good Scripture to medirate on.

uf | ts as it isa point of Gods power to helpe 
. without meanes : ſo hath hee in his wiſedome 
appointed mecanes : there be degrees, whereby wee

' Wherethicſe are, we muſt vſe them ; but when hee. 


offereth as a ſtrange ſigne, it is ſcrupulous and fooliſh 
niceneſle to refuſe it. As when God bad Ahaz aske 
afigne, Eſa 7,21. andhe would not for tempting 
. God, he was too preciſe, he was but an Hypocrite. - 
Moſes asked a'figneand hadit, and God was well 
pleaſed with it. And ſo did Gedeonalſo,to affure him 
ſelte of deliuering 1/74! by him,zudg.6.36. In grear, 
weighty,and extraordinary callings, it was allowa- 
ble to requeſt a ſigne : but, when there is noneed,or 
when there bee otherwiſe ſufficient, as Mar. 16,1, 
where many miracles were daily done before their 


eyes,

eyes, andwhere (though they had'neuer ſo many 
more) yet they would not haue beleeuedon him. 
Such werethe Scribes and Phariſies, that for cuery 
crifling occaſion, they muſt haue afſigae frotn hea- 
uen. Thus to grate vpon Gods omnipotent proui- 
dence,is faucie malepereneſſe. For ordinary matters, 
there bee ordinary meanes to ſerue our turnes : and 
for extraordinary,therebe extraordinary wayesand 
' meanes reſerued, that we neednot let fall our truſt in 
matters corporall, We all confeſſe there be meanes, 
as they which w:{/ ot worke,may not eate, 2 The. 3, 
10. In warfarethere is no victory to be hoped for, 
without fight, building of rampiers, and making of 
darts and ſhields, 2 Chroy.23,5. onely in ſpirituall 
matters we thinketo do well enough, though we ne- 
ucr put too our endeauour; wee lay all ypon God, 
and trouble not our ſelues; - | 
 Thereis butone degree or ſtep inall Chriſtianity 
it is no more but out of the Fontto leape ſtraight in- 
to Heauen ; from Predeſt;nation, -wee leape ſtraight 
to Glorification : it is no matter for Mort:fication, 
therebe no ſuch meane degrees. But S,Pauttels vs,it 
is ſo high, that we had need of a ladder, in which be 
many ſteps : inſomuch,as he puts a [How ſhall] to e- 
uery ſtep, Roms; To, 14. How ſhall they calion God ow 
who: t e) hae not beleened * AL There muſt be cal- 
ling on God, belecuing on him, hearing his word. 
There muſt be ordinary meanes ; and' thereis alad- 
der of praRiſe, aſwell as of ſpeculation or contem- 
plation,2 Fet.1.5,6 1oyne vertuewith your faith; and 
with vertueknowledge ana with knowledge temperance; 

and ſo patience,godlineſſe, brotherly kindne(ſe, —_ 
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Iftheſe things bein you, you ſhall not bee idle and 
fruitlefle in the knowledge of Chriſt : for hee that 
hathnot theſc things, is blinde : he gocth blindfold 


tothe wood, and-may chance hap beſide heauen,or 


ſtep beſides the ladder. A great many lay as Balgar 
did, O let my ſoule aye the death of the Righteows : but 
they.care not for living the life of the Righteous. He 
wec but blindfold,he knew not the Angel that tood 
with a ſword drawne in the way, but would have 
oone vpon it, if his Afſe had beene fo fooliſh, A 
oreat many thinke, that preſumption in being ſecure 
of their faluationzis good Diuinity. Be/aam thought 
he weat well, when hee went on the poynt of n na- 
ked ſword, So, one entiſed by the flattery ofa harlot, 
thinkes he goes toa place of great pleaſure : but hee 
gocth as one that goeth to the | wan and a5 a 


 fooleto the ſtockes, Prou,7,2 2. Thoſe whom it plea» 


ſeth God to haue partakers of his kingdome, he puts 
them ia minde #0 remember their Creator in the dayes 


_ of their youth, before the euill dayes corae : heegiueth 


them thegrace of timely repentance, and ſuffereth 
them -not to deferre trill the laſt caſt, and then to 
chinke,that wich the turning of a pin{as it were) they 
ſhall with'a trice be in heauen,with E//s in a whirle- 
winde. Auguſtine ſaith, We may in ſome caſes adu;ſe 
men ts haegreat hope that they ſballbee ſane : but in 
no caſe gine them warrent of ſecuritie.S0,in Epheſ.5,6.

He that comes to aske forgiueneſſe 
of God, and will not performe the condition of the 
Lords prayer,that is,Forgeme others,tempts God.Ge- 
nerally,he that ſecketh for good of God, and will not

king to eſcape ſcot-free, without endeuouring toa-, 
uoyd or reſiſt ir, both theſe tempt God : and to theſe

gocth,to tent it : In the ſame manneris God (after: 
the manner of men) ſaid totempe vs; ſomerimesto 
prouec whatis in our hearts, and whither wee will” , 
keepe his commandements, Dear.6,2. as he did the 
Iſraelites tortie yeeres. To this end he both wade 
them hungry, and fed them with Menua, "We ſome-' 
times tempt God,as it the arme of hispowerhad re-' 
ceiuced a wonnd,or his eyca hurt; as if hecould not 
helpe or diſcerne our wants aſwell as before; becauſe” 
he brings vs not water out ofthe rocke, Niwn.20,10,' 
but ſuch miracles now are not agreeing with his wit, 
which content vs. He will hawe mercy on whom hee will” 
haue mercy,Rom.9,19. Andwe muſt not defþiſethe- 
riches of his bounteonſnefſe, and patience, and long ſuffe-' 
ring which leadtthto repentance, Rom.2,4. The Lovds' 
hand i not ſhortened, that he cannot ſaue',” nor his eare' 
heauie;* that it cannot heare: becauſe hee doth notres'* 
_ prove vs,we thinke him like vs,Pſal.50,19, When) 
God holds his pezce, wethinke his tongue is cuts” 
but 1 will not alwayes hold my peace faith God, Mal.v1t"i 
But how ſhall I know this, ſay men now adaies ? as 
Zacharias knew his wife was with child, Luk.r,18. 
who (when hee would not belecue the Angelthit 
cold him ſo, but'would needs bauea figne,was ſtriken 
dumb. Beho/d thou ſhalt be dum till the day. Here is a 
ſigne for incredulitie : hee had beene as good haue 
beleeued without a figne. EC: 
The ſecond kinde-of tempting, proceedeth of 
ouer-much familiarity, when as we thinke wee may - 
be bold with God, and that he will take it in good 
part,and therefore we will put himto it;(as we ſay :) 
| | we 
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wewill try both him and his Angels, what mettle is 
inthem,and whatthey can do. Ve arcto thinke vp- 
on the name of Cod, as of a heauic and weightie 
thing,that is not vpon cuery ſmall occaſion tobe ta: 
ken yp and remoued. Ve arc not to accompt it as a 
feather, that we may lightly roſſe vp-and downe at 
our pleaſure : and cuen ſoare we tocſtceme of the 
mercy of Gad.It.is notto be aduocated vpon cuery 
vaine trifle, for that wereto vie Godas we are wont 
to'vſc our luglers. Come on,let vs ſee what youcan 
do,thew vs a miracle,ſay they, Exoed.7,1 1. So Herod 
defied to ſee Chriſt, that he might ſee ſome miracle 
of him,as in Zoke 13,8. It is a heauy cale when men 


»- ſtandthus affe&ed toward God : when afterwards, 


in Z#ke 22,64..they blindfolded him, & bad bim reade 
wha ſtrucke him, We our (clues would not be fo vicd, 
wecould not endure to ſee our friends vied ſo; how 
much lefle ought wee to vic God in that manner * 
eſpecially.chat attribute,quality,or property of God, 
_ Which of allothers, he-would haue tobe moſt mag- 
nified,thatis,his mercy ? He muſt needs take it very 
haſhouſly to ſee thar abuſed, ſince (of all the reſt)he 
wakes moſt accompt of it, Howſocuer he could be 
comenttoſerue, yet would hee not be a ſervant to 
our finnes in any caſegEſay 43,24. eſpecially notto 
be-made a pack-horſe (if I may ſo ſay)for our finnes, 
tolay load on,cuen till his backe ake. He ſaith, Amos 
2,13. that hers preſt vnacr vi,es 4 cart wpreſt that is 
rater ſbeawes. Let vs not make a dung-cart of Gods 
metcie, let vs forbeare him that fſeruice of all

«m,neither Lord,nor God, For that he is thine, 
are fit arguments to proue;that we'may preſume vps 
on him. The deuill bclike had perceiued, that there 
was ſome acquaintance betweene Chriſt and God, 
and pcraJuenture had fatd vato him; You may bee 
bold with him,and with his Angcls. VVhat 2 he is 

our Father, and (as C2ſars daughter anſwered)that 
though he forget himſclte tobe Ceſar, yet doe not 
you forget tobe his ſonne. No ſaith Chriſt,theſe be 
no good arguments to make one preſume. As for 
Dominus we will all grant (Tam ſure) there'is ſmall 
matter of preſumption in that. In Dew there may be- 
ſome more colour : but yer very little, It is no good 
dealing with one that is mighticr than ourlſelues, 
leaſt he happen norto rake it ingood part, but fall to 
earneſt,and ſo we fecle the ſmart. We were not beſt 
to make ſport with Sa-pſon, leaſt he pull the houſe a» 
 boutour cares, and ſo make-vs pay dearly for our 
paſtime. Pau/ ſaith, Do we proucke the Lord to anger ? 
Are we ſtronger than he 7" 1 Cor, 10,22. If wee will 
needs tempt, we were b-ſt tempt with our matches. 
There isno dealing with firc,for it will burne all that 
toucheth ir, Heb.1,7., his Angels and Miniſtersarea 
flame of fire : but Heb. 12,29. itis ſaid, Owr God & 
enena conſuming fire. Indeed, if he were like Dagon, 
the Phil;fims god, hee might be ſet vp and taken 
downe, and we might breake his necke and hands 
at our pleaſure : but being the ſtrong and mighty 
God of hoaſts,we were beſt take heed how we deale 
with him.

She was with child, her husband 
being in the ſcruice of God and the King,was by the 
King murthered ro hide her ſhame, and ſatisfie his 
Juſt, So did he draw on Peter ; firſt, he made him 
follow aloofe off, ſecondly, flatly trodeny Chriſt,

The Hebrew Writers note, that the Deuils name 
Belzebub;fignifieth a great fleſh Flie,or a maſter Flies 
flap him away neuer ſooften, he will Rill Aye thether 
againe, Sothe deuill will neuerceafe moleſting vs, 
till the ſmoaking flaxe bee quite quenched, and the - 
bruſed reedclean* broken,Zſay 42,3. Firſt,he twiſts 
certaine ſmall threds together, and ſo makes a little 
_ cordof vanity,to draw vs vnto'him : afterward with 
acart-rope or cable of injquity, he ſeekes to binde 
vs faſt vato him for ſtarting ; either by the viceof 
luſt,orof cnuy, or atleaſt couetouſneflſe, But if all 
ns ſhould 
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ſhould faile,pride is ſure to hold; Oh Lord, 1 thanke 
thee] amnot like ſuch and ſuch, wor like this Publicane 
(a degree further,) wor /zke this Phareſie, Lake 18,11. 
This may bea good caueat ynto vs, that we ſtand al- 
way vpon our guard, and that we be ſure that wee 
make ſtzong refiſtance inthe beginning,and breake it 
(ifwe can) while it is buta whip-cord. Andto vſc 
the like policic in a good matter, that the King of 
Egipt did in a bad ; who tooke order that cucry male 
childe ſhould be killed, to keepe the 7/7a&lztes downe 
betimes : and againſt the ſucceſſion of temptation, 
to entertaine the ſucceſſion of prayer. 

Now tothe matter. The Deuill deales as witha 
Citie,[nthe firſt, hetels him he muſt be famiſhed,ex- 
cept he can turne ſtones into bread. Secondly, he 
comes to make a traine of Scripture tointrap him 
Now he comes to the ordinary meanes of dcaling, 
_ that is; when men ſtriue abour any thing, and bot
